Resident gives gift of life 
Weiner’s marrow to 
save 15 year-old

Last week, an amazing story 
was unfolding in our neighbor- 
hood, It had all the elements of 
a yuletide fable - struggle, sac- 
rifice, hope, faith and love. But, 
it wasn’t a fable. It was a chap- 
ter in two families’ lives that 
were brought together by 
chance. The chapter isn’t yet 
finished, but we can share the 
story just the same. 

Jordan Weiner, a 2003 gradu- 
ate of Wilmington High School, 
is a finance student in his 
senior year at Suffolk

University, At 22 years old, he 
has left the proverbial family 
nest at 14 Boutwell Street, but 
returns often to visit with his 
parents Marvin and Joyce, his 
seven siblings, and work a part- 
time job at Dunkin Donuts in 
Burlington. 

Jordan has a relatively rare 
blood type, A Negative, so he 
often donates blood to the Red 
Cross. 

“It's always good to give to 
blood anyways, but I feel it’s 
also important because my type 
is sort of rare,” said Jordan.

“Whenever Red Cross comes 
around I try to give a pint of 
blood. I've been doing it since I 
was 18 so I've donated about a 
dozen times.” 

Last year, Jordan responded 
to a call from the community to 
help Paul Brooks. Paul was a 22 
year-old Wilmington resident 
suffering from All Type 
Leukemia and in need of a bone 
marrow transplant.

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A dozen grocery stores 
in Wilmington

When we were a very young 
man, we used to spend our time 
wandering all over town talking 
with people. We learned greatly 
from this exercise, perhaps we 
had a greater accumulation of 
useless figures and facts than 
any other youngster in town. 

One of the facts that we 
learned was that there were an 
even dozen grocery stores in 
Wilmington during the Civil 
War, a fact that always puzzled 
us mightily. 

‘Today (1957) with a population 
of 10,000, Wilmington has 15 
grocery stores, _ including 
Stevens’ Supermarket, which 
serves hundreds of families 
each day. What could a dozen 
grocery stores do in a town of 
about 700 people? Did they live 
in the same manner as Bret 
Harte's famous Chinese, who 
earned their living by taking in 
each other's washing? 

Many a maiden lady, 30 or 40 
years ago told us, perhaps with 
her hand in back of her neck to 
prop up a head which had 
begun to shake with old age 
that “her grandfather ran a 
grocery store in this house dur- 
ing the Civil War.” It was some- 
thing to make a young fellow 
wonder. 

Lately we’ve been reading 
about the early prohibition 
experiments in Massachusetts 
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and we have begun to see the 
light. 

Tt was back in 1851 that the 
State of Maine voted to go dry, 
and in the next year, four states, 
one of them Massachusetts, fol- 
lowed the example of Maine. 

For 10 years, there was no 
liquor sola in this 
Commonwealth, at least not 
officially. But in those same 10 
years, the number of grocery 
stores in Massachusetts 
increased by leaps and bounds. 

Wilmington, in 1851, had two 
grocery stores, that of Walter 
Blanchard, on Middlesex 
Avenue opposite Federal Street, 


and the Jaques store, in what is 
now Wilmington Square. 

As we said, there were a dozen 
during the Civil War — some of 
which we now know existed 
only for the purpose of selling 
bottled goods. We can name 
four such places, one of them 
being in North Wilmington, up 
where Pomfret Road is today 
(1957). It was later known as 
the Phelps place. There was a 
second place on Andover Street 
and a third one on Mill Road, 
down in the Garden of Eden, in 
a house that was later owned by 
the Miller family.

Could mean the difference between life and death 


WILMINGTON - With an early 
start to the winter snow and ice 
this year, the Wilmington Fire 
Department shared some safe- 
ty tips that could truly make 
the difference between life and 
death in an emergency situa- 
tion.

Adopt a Fire Hydrant 

Did you know it can take as 
long as 30 minutes for rescue 
workers to find and clear a fire 
hydrant in an emergency situa- 
tion if it has been buried under 
a snow bank? Fire Hydrants in 
the town of Wilmington are 
marked with fluorescent poles 
on springs that attach to the 
hydrant, but even those poles 
can disappear in accumulating 
snowstorms. 

Fire Prevention Lieutenant 
Dan Hurley explained that if 
anyone who is physically able 
could clear snow from around 
one hydrant near his/her home, 
it would really help out the fire 


department in the event of an. 
emergency. 

DPW Superintendent Don 
Onusseit agreed, saying that 
the DPW and Water 
Departments work together to 
clear all of the hydrants after a 
storm. However, this work is 
done on a priority basis and 
roads must be cleared and 
some sidewalks or other essen- 
tial areas cleared before work 
begins on the hydrants. It 
would be helpful if residents 
(who are physically able) 
would clear a hydrant because 
it does take time to clear the 
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Yes, there is a hydrant under all 
that snow. But where? 


more than 1,000 hydrants locat- 
ed in town, but Onusseit empha- 
sized that those unable to shov- 
el should know that all hydrants 
will be cleared by the work 
crews. 

Shovel to clear all of the 
doors to your home 

Lt. Hurley also spoke of one 
serious concern for all resi- 
dents when they clear snow 


from around their homes this 
winter. He encourages resi- 
dents to clear around all of the 
doors in their home, regardless 
of whether they are used on a 
regular basis. 

Hurley explains that it is very 
common in New England for a 
home to have a wood door with 
a storm door on the outside. 
While the wood doors open by 
pulling them into the home, the 
storm doors must be pushed to 
oper. outside. It does not take 
much snow piled against the 
outside of a door to prevent it 
from opening. This could liter- 
ally mean that you cannot use 
that door to escape from the 
home if a fire occurs. 

Residents are encouraged to 
watch out for neighbors that 
might not be physically capable 
of shoveling snow or might only 
have one door available. 
Shoveling for a neighbor could 
literally give them the gift of 
life this winter.

Former Tewksbury baseball 
president pleads guilty 


Sentenced to one year in jail and restitution

TEWKSBURY - “I'm glad it’s 
over and I'm glad the case is 
closed,” Frank Flanagan, 
President of the Tewksbury 
Youth Baseball League, told the 
Crier. “We've put it behind us 
now and haven't really talked 
about it at our board meetings 
anymore. We've moved forward 
from his error.” 

Middlesex District Attorney 
Gerry Leone announced Friday 
that the former president of 
Tewksbury Youth Baseball 
pleaded guilty to stealing 
approximately $423,000 from 
the League over a four-year 


period. 

Wilfred Daley, 59, now of 
Andover, pleaded guilty 
Thursday, Dec. 20th in 


Middlesex Superior Court to 
two counts of larceny over $250. 
Superior Court Judge Thomas 
Connors sentenced Daley to one 
year in the House of Correction 
with four years probation after 
that sentence. Daley will also 
pay restitution of $162,000 to 
Tewksbury Youth Baseball. 
Those payments, says 
Flanagan, will come through 
the courts over a three to four 
year period. The total amount 
may be reduced if Daley can 
produce two checks of $35,000 
each, showing that he paid ven- 
dors out of his own private 
accounts. 

“All of those involved in youth 
sports must be counted on to 
put the needs of our children 
first,” District Attorney Leone 
said. “Wilfred Daley violated 
the trust of all those involved in 
Tewksbury Little League, serv-, 
ing himself rather than the kids 
that the funds were intended 
for.” 

The theft was discovered in 


2006 when a vendor contacted 
the town to put a lien on the 
baseball fields, which are on 
town property, for unpaid bills. 
Daley stole the funds by writing 
out checks to himself from 
Tewksbury Youth Baseball's 
account, using the organiza- 
tion’s debit card, and wiring 
money out of the account. He 
then presented false reports to 
the board. 

“We trusted him, had no rea- 
son not to trust him,” said 
Flanagan of Daley. “He was a 
police officer and attorney. He 
had played for the league, 
coached in the league, and ran 
it as president.” 

Tewksbury Youth Baseball 
serves approximately 1200 chil- 
dren and has about 75 adult vol- 
unteers, including board mem- 
bers and managers. 

“When it was discovered that 
Mr. Daley was taking funds ear- 
marked for the 2006 baseball 
season, Tewksbury was left 
with over 1200 children who had 
paid their fees, yet had no uni- 
forms, equipment or means to 
conduct a season of baseball,” 
said Flanagan in his impact 
statement to the court. 

The effect of the theft nearly 
eviscerated the popular spring 
sport in town. Flanagan and 
other board members solicited 
gifts and donations to make it 
through the first year. However, 
the fields, machinery to main- 
tain fields, and equipment all 
suffered from lack of funds. 

Through it all, Tewksbury 
Youth Baseball did not raise 
fees to families. As a result, the 


Generous corporate donations 
helped, including $25,000 from 


Market Basket, a gift that made 
a world of difference. Sales 
through the Snack Shack and 
advertising signs around fields 
helped pull the League out of 
debt 

The League paid all the bills 
that Daley left, including $4000 
to Coca-Cola and $40,000 to a 
sporting goods store for uni- 
forms and equipment 

In the aftermath of Daley's 
theft and betrayal, baseball 
board members distrusted each 
other, faced heavy criticism 
from the community, and had 
to defend themselves from any 
wrongdoing. 

“We are just starting to regain 
the trust of the townspeople. In 
time we should have a program 
comparable and acceptable to 
Little League standings,” said 
Flanagan, adding that Daley's 
theft not only affected children 
playing at the time but also 
future players due to lack of 
proper facilities. 

“It was a funny feeling, being 
there yesterday in the court- 
room,” said Flanagan. “When I 
first came into the league four- 
teen years ago, we were all 
friends, we joked around. That 
fun isn’t here right now and it 
hasn't come back yet. We had 
some great times; to go through 
what we went through was real- 
ly tough.” 

A Middlesex Grand Jury 
indicted Daley on December 12, 
2006. Daley’s indictments came 
resulted from a nearly eight 
month joint investigation by the 
Tewksbury Police Department 
and the Middlesex District 
Attorney's Office’s PACT Unit. 
The prosecutor in the case was 
Assistant District Attorney and 
Chief of the PACT Unit, John 
Verner.

minute video made by the 
National Guard featuring 
music by the group, Two Doors 
Down. He also showed a short 
video that he himself produced 
about one of his trips through 
Iraq to deliver equipment, 
weapons and ammunition. 

“It was probably one of the 
scariest things,” he said. “But it 
was pretty interesting.” 

Woodlock then opened up time 
for questions from the students. 

“Through the 1970s, the 
National Guard got a pretty 
bad reputation,” said Woodlock.

brother James a little better.” 
said Jordan. “When we were 
kids we used to play paintball 
together.” 

‘It's different when you 
donate to Red Cross amd then 
donate for someone lke Paul 
Brooks,” explained Jordan 
“The Red Cross takes your 
bliod and stares at) For bone 
marrow recipients they take 
your blood, send it away and 
they test it for tissues, stem 
cells and a bunch of other 
things. There’s like 60 — 40 other 
tests they perform, so it’s not 
just blood type It's a whole 
bunch of other information * 

During the testing, doctors 
examine the characteristics uf 
the donor's stem cells and com- 
pare it to those of the potertial 
recipient to ascertain whether 
the proteins in the cells are 4 
samilar match. The closer the 
match, the more likely it is that 
the recipient's body will accept 
the bone marrow cells 

Jordan was not deemed a 
match for Paul Brooks but hus 
name remained in the national 
bone marrow database for 
potential future matches. A 
month ago, he received a call 
indicating he may be a match 
for a 15 year-old bey suffering 
from acute leukemia cancer 

“Dana Farber called me and 
told me 1 was a potential bone 
marrow = match,” shared 
Jordan. ‘I went in and did 
another blood test, and they 
sent it away for mare tests. 
From there. it just kept escalat- 
ing and escalating with more 
tests, and they kept narrowing 
down the selection of potential 
donors. I've probably been in 
the Dana Farber hospital about 
a half dozen times in the past 2 
weeks for tests. They dict blood 
tests, x-rays, urine tests and a 
physical before they deter- 
mined | was the match.” 

The timing of the news could- 
n't have been worse Jordan 
was taking both his LSAT 
exams and his semester final 
exams in the next two weeks 
Still, he had made up his mind 
during the screening process 
that if he was selected as the 
ideal donor, he would go 
through with the procedure 

“I told myself if this happens 
then I have to go through with 
it,” recalled Jordan. “I mean, 
with this kid its life or death for 
hitn.* 

His parents, friends and sib- 
lings have all been supportive 
of his decision.

He continued, *My_ parents 
have been very supportive.

“I'm a bttle drowsy and down 
right now, because of the med 
aeatian Pm on,” said Jordan 
“Every morning I have to self 
inject: myself with two noedies 
in my stomach wath filgrastim. 
It's a medication that takes my 
stem cells that are inside my 
bones and it puts it into my 
blood stream * 

He continued, “Even though 
I'm used to needles and giving 
blood. it's a little different when 
you have to self inject yourself 
because it kind of hurts. So, for 
four days I do the needles and 
then on the fifth day we do the 
transfer The medicine I'm tak- 
ing now is weakening my body 
It weakens my joints and it 
makes me tired. But, we're try- 
ing to save a life It's the over- 
all goal here The bone marrow 
35 pretty much the last stage for 
this recipient ~ 

Jordan does not know the 
identity of the reciprent. That 
information 1s kept confidential 
from both donor and recipient 
until a year after the procedure. 
Afler a year, if both parties 
agree, the identities can be 
revealed In the meantime, 
Jordan ts able to write letters to 
the recipent and share things 
such as his age, his college 
major and other aspects that 
will not compromise his identi- 
ty. He will also receive letters 
back from the recipient along 
with medical updates on his 
condition. 


“I'm going through a lot of 
emotions, and obviously the 
recipient. and his family are 
going through a lot of emotions 
right now,” said Jordan “I'm 
sure they're happy that they 
found a young healthy male 
who is a match and a close age 
to their son. but it’s hard 
because it's the very final stage 
of this and there's no guarantee 
that my immune system and his 
are going to work together. So, 
two months later if the kid 
unfortunately passes away or 
takes a turn for the worse, they 
don’t want the donor to feel like 
“Oh, my God. What did J do? 
It's my fault.’ Ultimately, you 
do all that you can.” 


Hoping for the best, Jordan

‘The commission reported that 
it was neither sinful no harm in 
every case to use alcohol, and it 
stated that “it is the right of 
every citizen to determine for 
himself what he will eat and 
drink 

But that didn’t clear up the 
situation, There were still a few 
years to elapse before the boot- 
legging joints were to disap- 
pear in Massachusetts. 

Here in Wilmington, the 
selectmen were Lemuel Cobb 
Eames, George Gowing and 
Henry Sheldon. 

Lem Eames was some sort of 
relative of Billy Eames, in that 
both were descended from 
Daniel Eames. Daniel Eames 
was just as tough as they make 
them. He made a fortune in 
Penobscot County real estate, 
and earned for himself the 
name of “Royal Rascal”. His 
descendants, to this day, are 
just as hard minded individu- 
als, not afraid of any man, 

Lem Cobb Eames lived in the 
house that Daniel had bought 
Later to be a state representa- 
tive, he was now (1862) the 
chairman of the Board of 


Selectmen. 

His kinsman, Billy Eames, 
was just as tough. He lived at 
the corner of Middlesex Avenue 
and Clark Street, only in those 
days, Clark Street was known 
as Jaquith Lane, and it didn’t 
go as far as Church Street 

Billy ran a grocery store 
which was like some of the 
restaurants during the noble 
experiment of the 1920s, 
Prohibition. Maybe he had a 
few pounds of sugar and some 
peas on hand, but Billy’s main 
stock was kept in bottles, and 
those bottles were under the 
counter. 

Billy was just as tough as the 
rest of the Eames family, and 
he didn't care who knew what 
he was doing. Perhaps the con- 
stable was one of his patrons ~ 
we don’t know — but the consta-

ble never bothered Billy. 

This was a real source of 
annoyance to the selectmen. 

Lem Eames had his eye on a 
at in the legislature, and he 
couldn't be said to be allowing 
lawlessness in Wilmington. 

Henry Sheldon, later Deacon 
Henry Sheldon, was a very 
good friend of the 
Congregational minister, the 
Rev. Mr. Tolman. He was a man 
of lofty aspirations who did 
much to better Wilmington 
schools.

Gowing. George's wife was a 
cousin of the constable. He, too, 
felt strongly about Billy Eames, 
but neither he nor his wife 
could seem to persuade the con- 
stable to do any thing.

A dozen grocery stores in Wilmington 


acted, and the selectmen of 
Wilmington decided that the 
way to get rid of the grocery 
stores was to undersell them, 
with good liquor. 

Samuel Nichols was appointed 
the town liquor agent, and he 
set up shop in his store, where 
today there is a funeral parlor. 

In his first report in 1863, he 
reported that he had made a 50 
percent profit. Costs had been 
$151.43, and the profit to the 
town was $86.04. 

Still the “grocery stores” con- 
tinued in operation, and Billy 
Eames sneered at the efforts of 
the selectmen. The selectmen 
decided that they should cut 


prices. 
Next year, the town liquor 
store took a loss, It wasn't 


much. The town had been 
required to take out a state 


license to sell liquor, and that 
cost $24.17. Billy Eames and his 
friends didn’t bother with a 
license, and at the end of the 
year, it cost the taxpayers about 
$3 or $4 for the dubious plea- 
sure of running a liquor store. 

But things were taken in hand 
about this time. Levi Swain was 
elected a constable, to replace 
the former office holder, and 
Levi couldn't be described as a 
friend of Billy Eames. 

Times began to become a lit- 
tle tougher for Billy and his fel- 
low “grocers”, but still they 
continued in business. 

For five or six years, the con- 
stable of Wilmington, aided and 
abetted by the selectmen, tried 
to put the “grocery stores” out 
of business, but it wasn’t until 
the legislature voted new laws 
that this could be done. When

that 


the legislature voted 
licenses could be granted to pri- 
vate stores, juries began to con- 
viet liquor store owners who 
were operating without a 
license, Overnight, the “gro- 
cery stores” disappeared, all 
over the Commonwealth. 

That was in 1868. For the past 
few years, Mr. Nichols had been 
making a slight profit, perhaps 
$20 or $30 a year, which went 
into the town treasury, 

In 1868, Mr. Nichols turned 
over his last liquor profits, 
$24.02, to the town treasurer. He 
also turned in $10 worth of 
unsold liquor and $4.47 in fix- 
tures to the selectmen. 

We never heard what became 
of that last supply of liquor, or 
the fixtures either.

With only 25 employees, 
Wilmington based Xenon 
Corporation is literally taking 
on the world with an environ- 
mentally friendly product that 
helps improve the quality of life 
in medical research, sanitiza- 
tion and even personal enter- 
tainment 

Xenon Marketing .Manager 
Jim Maxwell said, “We are in 
competition against mercury 
lamps. Ours are xenon flash 
lamps, which are gas-filled. Our 
competition uses mercury, 
which is hazardous. 

“Our lamps are fundamental- 
ly safer environmentally and 
personally.” 

He added, “We call them 
‘pulsed ultraviolet’ light sys- 
tems.” 

By definition, according to 
the Los Alamos National 
Laboratory 
(http://periodic.lanl.gov/ele- 
ments/54.html), xenon comes 
from the Greek word xenon, 
meaning stranger. It was discov- 
ered in 1898 by Sir William 
Ramsay and Morris W. Travers 
in residue left after evaporating 
liquid air. Xenon is a member of 
the so-called noble or "inert" 
gases. It is present in the atmos- 
phere to the extent of about one 
part in twenty million, 

Natural xenon is composed of 
nine stable isotopes. In addition 
to these, 20 unstable isotopes 
have been characterized, Before 
1962, it’ had generally been 
assumed that xenon and other 
noble gases were unable to form 
compounds, 

Evidence has been mounting 
in the past few years that xenon, 
as well as other members of 
zero valance elements, do form 
compounds, Among the "com- 
pounds" of xenon now reported 
are sodium perxenate, xenon 
deuterate, xenon hydrate, difluo- 
ride, tetrafluoride, and hexafluo- 
ride, Xenon trioxide, which is 
highly explosive, has been pre-

pared. More than 80 xenon com- 
pounds have been made with 
xenon chemically bonded to flu- 
orine and oxygen. 

Some xenon compounds are 
colored. Metallic xenon has 
been produced, using several 
hundred kilobars of pressure. 
Xenon in a vacuum tube pro- 
duces a beautiful blue glow 
when. excited by an electrical 
discharge. 

Uses 

The gas is used in making 
electron tubes, stoboscopic 
lamps, bactericidal lamps, and 
lamps used to excite ruby lasers 
that generate coherent light. 
Xenon is used in the nuclear 
energy field in bubble cham- 
bers, probes, and other applica- 
tions where a high molecular 
weight is of value. 

The perxenates are used in 
analytical chemistry as oxidiz- 
ing agents. 133Xe and 135Xe are 
produced by neutron irradiation 
in air cooled nuclear reactors. 
133Xe has useful applications as 
a radioisotope. 

The website states; “The ele- 
ment is available in sealed glass 
containers of gas at standard 
pressure. Xenon is not toxic, but 
its compounds are highly toxic 
because of their strong oxidiz- 
ing characteristics.” 

Xenon, the corporation was 
formed in Woburn in 1964 by 
Louis Panico. It moved to a 
larger space in Wilmington 
about two years ago. 

“Now we have room to 
grow,” Maxwell said. 

The need to grow is evident 
as Maxwell added, “We are see- 
ing new applications of ultravio- 
let (UV) light in everyday use.” 

When the company first 
started, Xenon was a leader in 
the design and manufacturing 
of high intensity UV flashlamps 
for industrial, medical and 
research applications, Over the 
years, it was found that the UV 
systems were a component part 
of the systems that cure Digital 
Video Discs (DVD) and the 
Blue Ray systems. 

Due to this use, the compa- 
ny’s marketing efforts started 
to focus on the Asian markets 
where many of these products 
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are made. According to 
Maxwell, one of the reasons the 
product is used is that it works 
better than other lights on the 
heat sensitive materials used 
in the DVD's. 

Maxwell noted that one cus- 
tomer was having a problem 
bonding a plastic top to a plas- 
tic container. Xenon was able 
to develop a process that 
worked very well on the 
process and now companies 
are using the lights in bonding 
heat sensitive wood, such as 
pine, or materials that are 
coated to look like wood.

National Treasure: Book of 
Secrets is just like the first 
‘National Treasure’ film - 
silly, over-the-top and sure to 
make a treasure-chest full of 
cash. 

National Treasure gave us 
Nicolas Cage in the role of 
Benjamin Franklin Gates. In 
that film, he had to steal the 
Declaration of Independence 
because, according to family 
lore, it held a clue that would 
lead to the riches of the 
Knights Templar. 

In this film, he has to fig- 
ure out whether a recently 
discovered page from John 
Wilkes Booth's secret diary is 
genuine.

This franchise is all about 
dumb fun, and if there's more 
emphasis on the dumb part of 
the equation than the fun, it's 
not likely to stop audiences 
from flocking to this film. It's 
too loud not to be noticed. 

Gates crisscrosses the 
globe, breaking into 
Buckingham Palace as well 
as the Oval Office, commits a
